WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—(/F)—A 
highly Influential group in con- 
gress is hunting for a new formula 
to apply to the relief problem. 
Discussion started before the re- 
cent row over how .much money 
should be given WPA. That dispute 
and President Rosoevolt's new de- 
mand for the $150,000,000 deleted 
by congress gave fresh Impetus to 
the search. 
Thus far two definite plans have 
been brought out. One was pro- 
duced by Senator Byrnes (D-SC) 
and his special committee after In- 
yvestlgatlon of unemployment and 
relief.

Old Ace Pensions. 
Discussing old age pension re- 


quirements, the speaker said that

in income; Texas was also report- 
ed to rank fifth in the nation in 
the number receiving old age pen- 
sions.

Outlining the duties and oppor- 
tunities of the 
committee, the 
speaker said the first one was to 
see that a budget was prepared 
each year for the county, and that 
prior to the public hearing each 
item should be studied and dis- 
cussed, then members of the com- 
mittee should attend the public 
hearing on the budget and urge 
others to do likewise. The final 
step suggested was to see that the 
budget was being complied with 
by the various commissioners by 
checking periodically 
with 
the 
county auditor and other members 
of the court. 
Nine of the 18 members of the 
county-wide committee were In at- 
tendance at the meeting and par- 
ticipated In the 
election. 
The 
committee agreed to meet at lr> 
tervals, perhaps quarterly, on the 
call of the chairman.

TRUCKERS MOVING HEAVY 
LOADS OUT OF VALLEY AS 


RESULT OF ACTION 


EDINBURG, Feb. 11.— 


(#)—A Texas Department 
of Public Safety cork was 
extracted from the Lower 
Rio Grande Valley's bottle- 
neck about 3 a. m. Satur- 
day when a temporary re- 
straining injunction, issuing 
from Judge Bryce Ferguson's 92nd 
civil district court here, served on 
J. .D. Longloy, chief of the license 
and weights division of the de- 
partment, at a weighing station 
which had been established nine 
miles south of Falfurrlas Friday 
noon.

Threo of the terms used In tho 
ncome-tax law, namely, gross In- 
come, net Income, and surtax net 
ncome, should be noted partlcu- 
arly, Inasmuch as they are vitally 
mportant to the whole subject of 
:he Income tax. 
Gross Income Includes In gen- 
eral all Income from an source 
whatever, 
unless 
exempt from 
tax by law. Tho gross Income 
of the usual business consists of 
tho gross profits on sales, 
plus 
any Income from Investments and 
ncldental or outside 
operations 
or sources. Tho 
return 
must 
show the gross sales, purchases, 
and cost of goods sold. To re- 
flect Income correctly, Inventories 
are necessary at the beginning 
and end of each taxable year! 


A lawyer, doctor, architect, phy- 


sician, dentist, clergyman, author, 
or other professional man must 
Include in gross Income all fees, 
salaries, and 
compensation 
of 


any kind for professional services. 
Net 
Income upon which tho 
tax Is assessed Is gross Income 
less the deductions allowed by 
law. Such deductions Include busi- 
ness and professional 
expenses, 


such as salaries, pensions, 
and 
bonuses 
to 
employees, 
taxes, 
losses, Interest, bad debts, 
de- 
preciation, 
depletion, 
contribu- 
tions, etc. Failure to understand 
deductions against gross Income 
and credits against net Income 
has resulted In numerous errors 
on tho part of taxpayers. 
An earned-lncomo credit Is pro- 


vided In addition to the personal 
exemption and credit for depend- 
ents, etc., for the purpose of com- 
puting the normal tax. Having 
arrived at tho net Income, the 
next stop Is to deduct tho per- 
sonal exemption and credit 
for 


dependents. 
The balance repre- 
sents the surtax net Income. Tho 
next step Is'to deduct from such 
alance tho earned-lncome credit 
ind other credits to which the 
axpayer 
Is 
entitled. 
The 
re- 
mainder represents 
the amount 


of net Income subject to the nor- 
mal tax of 4 per 
cent. 
Any 
amount of surtax 
net 
Income 


which is in excess of $4,000 
Is 
subject to tho surtax. The sur- 
ax Is to be computed In ac- 
cordance with the rates provided 
'or In the various so-called sur- 
ax brackets.

The expenses of a manuf actur- 


buslness Include labor, sup- 
, repairs, light and heat, pow- 
er, selling costs, administration, 
and other similar charges. 
The farmer may deduct all nec- 
essary expenses incurred in the 
production, harvesting, and mar- 
keting of crops, including labor, 
cost of seed and fertilizer used,

MORE SAFETY RECORDS 


The safety record of the 


country for 1938 was most 
encouraging. Traffic deathr 
dropped 19 per cent, and 
7,640 more 
persons were 


alive at the end of the year 
than would have been if the 
1937 highway death rate 
had 
continued. 
Cleveland 


won the title of "safest big 
city in America" by cutting 
fatalities down 49 per cent. 
Detroit and St. Louis reduc- 
ed theirs by 41 and 40 per 
cent. Other fine 
records 


were made. 


Meanwhile t h e r e are 


smaller 
communities that 


seem to have the habit of 
getting along entirely with- 
out traffic deaths. Accord- 
ing to the latest monthly 
report of its police chief, 
Alliance, O., a city of more 
than 25,000 population, has 
now finished 17 consecutive 
months without 
a 
single 


traffic fatality. It is deter- 
mined to stretch that rec- 
ord out indefinitely. 


None of it means that 


the traffic safety battle is 
won, 
but it surely suggests 


that victory is possible. Crit- 
ics of the safety work now 
being carried on say that 
it can never be really effec- 
tive until would-be drivers 
are more carefully examin- 
ed before they are granted 
licenses, so that no irre- 
sponsible person is allowed 
to operate a car.

There is no 
law against it, national or 
international. 
And Ameri- 


cans who approve such ac- 
tion have two things to say 


favor of it: 
First, that it develops the 


''American airplane industry, 
in a perilous time, to a point 
where it can soon supply 
our own government with 
all the modern military air- 


, craft we may-need., 


Second, that it helps in a 


legitimate way to put free, 
friendly nations, on a foot- 
ing where they can protecl 
themselves against possible 
aggression, and thus indi- 
rectly protect us.

It goes without saying

HOSPITAL SERVICE 


GAINS 


While the debate about 


"socialized medicine" con- 
tinues to trouble part of the 
public, another part goes 
swiftly ahead with co-oper- 
ative, 
non-profit 
medical 


service programs. According 
to the American Hospital 
Association there are now 
53 such groups in the coun- 
try with nearly 3,000,000 
members. In New York City 
the hospital service plan 
doubled its enrollment dur- 
ing 1938. Fifteen cities and 
one state which had not 
done so before inaugurated 
the system last year. 


The hospital service plan 


is simply an insurance plan, 
whereby a lot of people, 
pooling small fees regular- 
ly, may receive a specified 
amount of hospital or med- 
ical care when emergency 
arises. It also pays the doc- 
tors for work which either 
would not have to come to 
them at all or would have 
been poorly paid if it came. 


So long as patients may 


chose their doctors ana hos- 
pitals, and doctors and hos- 
pitals 
follow 
recognized 


ethical practices, the sys- 
tem promises more and bet- 
ter medical care and great- 
er reward for-doctors with- 
out the dire effect feared 
jn some quarters.

Tomorrow the body will be tak- 
en to St. Peter's Cathedral where 
the first of nine funeral services 
will be held Sunday. 
Burial will 
be Feb. 15 in St. Peter's. 
The death of the pontiff, near- 
ly 82, marked an interregnum in 
the administration 
of- the church 
which Eugenlo Cardinal Pacelll 
will /111 as "chamberlan of the 
Holy Roman church" until a new 
pope Is elected. 
The conclave of cardinals may 
convene Feb. 23, though It can be 
called as late as Feb. 28, to choose 
the successor to Plus XI. 
Three 
United States cardinals were ex- 
pected to leave New York tomor- 
. row to attend the assembly for 
the first time as a group. 
The new pope will be elected by 
a two-thirds majority of those of 
the 62 cardinals who attend the 
conclave. 
The tlmo of his coronation will 
depend on how quickly the ballot- 
Ing Is ended. 
From tho dead popes' hand Car- 
dinal Pacelll took the fisherman's 
rfcig, symbol of papal authority.

Cardinal Francesto Marchelll— 
telvagglanl, the pope's vicar for 
the Rome diocese, began to say 
mass In the pope's private chapel 
a few feet from the death bed.

He emphasized his adherence 
to the tenet of church education

Its 
condemnation 
of 
co-education 
caused considerable discussion In 
the United States, as 
did 
Its 
broad 
implication that 
Roman 
Catholic children should

none but parochial schools. 
Plus was zealous for missionary 
work In all fields and strength- 
ened the Congregation for Propa- 
gation of tho Faith. 
He also re- 


vived the biennial World Eucha- 
rlstlc Congresses, which had lan- 
guished through the World war 
years. Starting In 1922 at Rome, 
these congresses were organized 
for Amsterdam

Nice (1940.) Plus hailed each suc-

Pope and His Career 
As "pops of the conciliation," 
who ended the 69-year-old "Ro- 
man question" and regained tem- 
poral power for the Vatican; as 
"saint maker," adding 30 names 
to the roster of men and women 
beautified or canonized, and aa 
"fighting head of the church," de- 
nouncing 
religious 
persecution,' 
godlessness and "exaggerated na- 
tionalism," Plus XI stood out as 
one of the most forceful pontiffs 
of modern times. 
Elected head of the Roman Cath- 
ollo church on February 6, 1922, 
when he was Achille 
Cardinal 
Rattl, he became, seven years 
later, the first pope after Plus IX 
to reign temporally as well as 
spiritually, the first pontiff In 69 
years to greet paternally the king 
queer and princes of united Italy, 
the first head of the church since 
1870 
to leave the limits of the 
Vatican. 


This last step, ending the "pris- 
oner of the Vatican" habits of his

predecessors, he 
took 
on 
July 26, 1926, when he was car- 
ried In procession around St. Pe- 
ter's Square. Significant, too, of 
the new freedom was a motor 
trip across Rome on December 20,

whether of Christian or Jew; *' o 
fostering of atheism in Russia 
and of "neo-paganlsm" in Ger- 
many, the mediaeval idea reviv- 
ed by totalitarian regimes that 
the Citizen belonged to the state, 
rather than vice versa, and Mex- 
ican and Spanish constitutional 
laws which limited the clergy, dis- 
possessed the church 
of much 
property and banished many cltl- 
"zens of its workers. 
Dramatic Methods In Campaigns 
Having a high sense of the dra- 
matic, he used deeds and words, 
both spoken and written, In these 
campaigns, projecting his Ideas by 
encyclicals, pastoral letters, radio 
and, sometimes, by his personal 
appearances. 
Hiss mass of expi- 
ation for the anti-religious move- 
ment In the Soviet Union, said 
In St. Peter's March 19, 1930, 
he turned Into a solemn protest 
which echoed 
throughout 
the 
Christian world. 
Down through 
the years he persistently condemn- 
ed communism, 
In 1926 he called upon all Chris- 
tians, regardless of sect, to pray 
for Mexican Catholics, the hier- 
archy of that

having 
withdrawn the priests from all 
churches in protests against sud- 
denly enforced constitutional reg- 
ulations. 
The controversy lasted 
three years, flamed at one stage 
Into open revolt, Involved at an- 
other the deportation of all Cath- 
ollo bishops and 
aroused 
pro- 


posals of a 
'Cathollo 
boycott 
against the government. But the 
pope frowned upon boycotts, or- 
dered his priests to stay out of 
politics, forbade them to take up 
arms and when they finally re- 
turned to their parishes, they re- 
sumed work under a liberalized 
Interpretation of the laws. Presi- 
dent Cardenas of Mexico, In 1838, 
boasted 
there was freedom of 
worship In the country, provided 
the church "keeps its hands out 
of governmental affairs." 
The French questlbn confronted 
Plus at the start of his reign. 
The gap between church and gov- 
enment thee, caused by expulsion 
of religious orders In 1905, had 
been bridged only In 1921, when a 
papal 
nuncio was returned 
to 
Paris. But the structure waa con- 
stantly Imperilled by activities If 
French royalists, all ardent Cath- 
olics. 
Plus braced the bridge Into rig- 
idity by putting "L'Action Fran- 
catse," official publication of the 
royalists on the Index, thus ban- 
ning It as reading for all faithful 
Catholics, and paved the way for 
cordial relations between Vatican 
City and Paris, 


Controversies with the totalita- 
rian regimes in Italy and Ger- 
many 
hinged largely upon the 
pope'a Insistent- 
upon the right 


of the church to train children 
In church schools. 
There were 
political questions too with Italy, 
but these were resolved by the 
Lateran treaties, under which the 


Catholic bishops throughout the 
world to censor films shown In 
their dioceses and to admonish 
members of the church from at- 
tending those which fell under 
the ban. Less than three months 
later he said world pictures had 
liecome "morally better." 
Stood For European Conciliation. 


Aiming to conciliate peoples still 


under the spell of war-time pro- 
paganda he urged his views upon 
the, International conference which 
assembled In the spring of 1922 at 
Senoa.

war questions from a reconstruc- 
tion angle, Instead of from the 
viewpoint of reparations or oth- 
er penalties.

Pope Plus XI was born May 


31, 1857, at Desio, near Milan, 
to Francesto and Teresa 
Rattl, 
and was baptized Achille. 
His 


father was a silk worker who lat- 
er became manager and then a 
partner In the business. 
From boyhood he was an honor 
scholar. 
He completed his aca- 


demic education at the Lombard 
Seminary In Rome and was or- 
dained a priest on December 20, 
1879. 
Soon afterward the death 


of his father forced him to make 
his own way, but ha managed to 
complete his studies In 1882. His 
scholarship record was so high 
that he was presented to Pope 
Leo XII, together with a class- 
mate, Lualdl, who later became 
a cardinal and sat In the conclave 
which 
chose 
Achille Rattl as 


pope. 
He returned to. Milan aa 
a 
teacher In the theological semin- 
ary there, remaining until 1888 
when he took up research In liter- 
ature and philology In the Ambrocl- 
ana library, Milan. 
He became 


prefect of the Institution In 1909. 
Two years later Plus X made him 
coadjutor prefect of the Vatican 
library. 
Evolution of a Diplomat. 
In 1914 Pius X appointed him 


prefect and made him a monslg- 
nor with the added titles of apos- 
tollo protonotary and canon of 
St. Peter's. He took up residence 
in the Vatican and through the 
World War years began to show 
the 
diplomatic 
qualities which 


wore to bring him preferment and 
elevation to the throne of St 
Feter. 
He waa, for example, a go-be- 


tween when Italian leaders Inti- 
mated that the church, by Aus- 
trian Intrigue, had been respon- 
sible for the disastrous defeat of 
Italian arms at Caporetto In Oc- 
tober, 1617. Mgr. Rattl waa cred- 
ited with giving Cardinal Gaspar- 
rl, papa) secretary of state, data 
which refuted the charge, 
In the spring of 1921, Qardlnal 
Ferrari, archbishop of Mlnal, died 
and In May the pope summoned 
Mgr. Rattl from Warsaw, creat- 
ed him a cardinal and appointed 
htm to the archdiocese of Milan. 
"The choice of his motto was 
prophetic. His coat of arms bore 
the words "re'ptum transit" mean- 
Ing 
"It passes 
rapidly." 
Just 
eight months after his elevation 
to the cardlnalate he was chos- 
en Supreme Pontiff of the Ro- 
man church. 
Benedict XV died 
January 22, 1922, and Achille Rat- 
tl was elected February 
6, re- 


ceiving an almost unanimous vote 
on the fourteenth ballot. Explain- 
ing why he took the name of 
Plus, he said: 
"I was born under a Plus; I 
came to Rome under a Plus; Plus 
Is the name of peace—then Flu* 
shall be my name."

Holy Father died today until his 
body Is laid to rest In three cof- 
fins in St. Peter's Basilica and 
his successor has given the world 
his blessing, every action is em- 
bedded In centuries of tradition. 
The origins of some of these cus- 
toms have crumbled into oblivion 
on the parchments on which they 
were written. 
An ancient but obsolete act was 
the removal of the entrails from 
the dead pope's body for burial 
in an urn In a crypt under the 
Basilica. Embalming Is a compar- 
atively modern act. It will have 
only a few hundred years of tra- 
dition behind it. 
One of the most spectacular 


ceremonies will be the procession 
bearing the pope's body to 
St. 
Peter's. From BO.OOO to 70.000 per- 
sons can crowd into the church to 
watch a score or more of red-rob- 
ed cardinals and costumed digni- 
taries carry out this task. Swiss 
Guards In medieval armor will line 
the corridors through which the 
burden must be borne. 
Not less elaborate and tradition- 


al Is the procedure of choosing the 
pope's successor. Under the chair- 
manship of the papal secretary ol 
state, the sacred college of cordl- 
nuls will undertake this election 
within 18 days. During the elec- 
tion and in the interim the cardi- 
nals will follow a strict protocol 


Some of Activities. 
In one meeting they will elecl 


two prelates to deliver orations al 
the funeral and at the election ol 
the new pontiff. 
But they wll' 
not hurry through to get to other 
business. 
Selection of barbers to shave 


them during their confinement in 
the electoral conclave, drawing of 
lots for cells In that conclave, ap- 
pointment of a 
committee 
on 
cleanliness and decorum 
during 


the election, which may last many 
days, are some of the traditional 
duties to be performed now. 
One of the curious tasks con- 
fronting the cardinals Is the break-

This rlns 
is a gold band with an engraving 
of St. Peter fishing from a boat 
Records show It was used as a 
seal as far back as the thirteenth 
century.

It will go on at a 
efsurcly pace, two ballots being | 
oken daily until someone receives 
two-thirds majority, 
After each vote the ballots will 
be burned. 
Until there Is an 
agreement, the official In charge

children's disease. 


The expectant mother 
should 


realize that she not only must 
watch her diet for her own fu- 
ture health and beauty, but that 
the food she eats Is being util- 
ized by Nature In the formation 
and growth of the embryo child. 
Her 
responsibility, therefore, 
is 


to her child as well as herself. 


Calcium Is a vitally important 


mineral 
in this 
Instance. 
The 


average adult needs ten grains of 
calcium a day, and a child about 
20 grains a day; BO you see how 
much clclum foods must be taken 
by the expectant mother to sup- 
ply her needs. Without a suffi- 
cient 
supply 
being 
constantly 


maintained, Nature, In her urg- 
ency to produce a perfect baby, 
will take the requirements from 
the Mother herself; and of course, 
If the Mother Is left deficient in 
calcium her teeth, nails, 
hair, 


bones and her health will be af- 
fected. 


Much has been Bald about this 
subject, and still women will con- 
tinue • to overlook the principles 
of nutrition at this time, and 
•gain during the nursing period 


when it Is almost doubly neces- 
sary to supply sufficient callcum 
for the milk.

Franco Promulgates 


Harmonizing Decree 
BUROOS, Spain, Feb. 13.— (/P) 
A- A blanket 
decree 
providing 


exile or. loss of citizenship for 
Spaniards deemed "traitors" be- 
fore the civil war and anti-Franco 
political leaders after start of the 
war, was- promulgated today by 
the insurgent regime. 


On what he called the ove of 
the "total liberation of Spain" In- 
surgent Generalissimo Franco se- 
lected the date of the unsuccess- 
ful October, 1934, socialist rebel- 
lion In Asturias as the first dead- 
line applicable to those in con- 
quered territory who will be out- 
side the pale. 


Franco's decree also aimed at 
harmonizing the civil interests of 
the conquerors and the conquer- 
ed.Insurgent authorities 
said the 
decree, called the "law of politi- 
cal responsibilities," was Intend- 
ed to protect the economic life 
of Individuals, especally thocj who 
live In territory recently In gov- 
ernment hands. 


They said Its Intent was to as- 


sure such persons who were inno- 
cent of 
"subversive 
activities" 
against the insurgents the same 
civil rights as have been accorded 
the people of Insurgent Spain.

ON INTERSTATE OIL 


COMMISSION AGAIN 


O'DANIEL STATES THOMP- 


SON'S EXPERIENCE FITS 


HIM FOR POSITION 


AUSTIN, Feb. 13.—(/P)—Gover- 
nor W. Loo O'Daniel today rc-ap- 
polnted Ernest O. Thompgo. as 
Texas' representative on tho In- 
terstate oil compact commission. 


In a letter to Thompson, the 
governor said he believed Thomp- 
son's experience would enable him 
better to service Texas' interests 
than any man not famiialr with the 
commission's problems could do. 


Although the appointment did 


not have to be made at this time, 
he said, he considered It desir- 
able to announce It now in view 
of the (act, he 
asserted, 
some 


"politically-minded 
people" 
had 


started reports Thompson would 
not be reappolnted. 


The governor said he was not 


Interested in "playing politics," but 
wanted to serve the best interests 
of the state. 


"It will be necessary for the 


legislature to take action looking 
to the extension of the life of this 
commission," he said, '"and as the 
oil industry is one of the great 
Industries of this state I would 
hate very much to allow politics 
to enter Into the question. 


"Threfore, as your work as a 


member of the interestato oil com- 
pact commission seems to have 
been satisfactory to both the In- 
depedent and the major oil com- 
panies as well as the state at 
large, it most respectfully request 
that you continue as the gover- 
nor's representative on this com 
mission." 


Thompson, who was runner-up 


to O'Daniel in the race for gov- 
ernor last year and Is a mem- 
ber of the Texas Railroad Com- 
mission, promptly accepted 
the 
appointment. 


He told .the governor in a let- 
ter the appointment and the rea- 
sons assigned assured "a team 
work between -yourself and me 
for the best interests 
of 
our 
state so far as this oil compact 
and the working under the treaty 
is concerned." 


Thompson has been Texas' rep- 


resentative 
on 
tho ' commission 
ever since the compact was draft- 
ed four years aj;o.

The bill Is slat- 
ed for a hearing by the state af- 
fairs committee at that time. 


"This bill is going to be a stum- 


bling block to other matters such 
as old age pensions and taxation," 
Bradbury contended. "If the en- 
tire, house could hear It at once 
and act on It Instead of permitting 
it to be heard by a committee and 
then take action In the house, It 
would save a lot of time and argu- 
ment. 


"Let's get It out of the way In- 
stead of making it a trading block 
between the houses."

Supporters of that sys- 
tem are being heard along with 
the pension advocates by the ways 
and means committee. 
The pension hearings represent 


a climax to four years of tumult 
over the principal of regular gov- 
ernment payments to the 
aged. 


Differences in the proposed sys- 
tems, however, are placing con- 
gressmen who favor old age pen- 
sions In principle under a strong 
crossfire. 


When, the Townsend movement 
first started early in 1935, it was 
based on the principle that every 
person over 60 should be given 
a monthly pension of $200.
